From H. B. Shackelford, County Sur­ 
veyor of this county, who is now engaged 
surveying and laying off the 1.000 acre 
tract of the old Gerke grant for ex Governr r 
Stanford, we learn that about 400 acres have 
been surveyed and men are employed set­ 
ting out grape-cuttings. He also states 
that at least 300 men w ill be employed in 
a few days to work on tbe vineyard lands 
and the immense ditch that is to be made 
to bring water from Deer creek to irrigate 
the vineyard and for other purposes 
connected with this immense enterprise. 
Mr. Shakelford says he thinks that Gov­ 
ernor Stanford will spend £300,000 in im­ 
provements at the Gerke ranch during the 
year 18S2 —[People’s Cause (Red Bluff). 
The profits accruing from breeding good 
blooded horses in California are becoming 
generally recognized, and at many points 
in the State men have turned their atten­ 
tion especially to that industry, reaping 
large rewards from the venture. Petaluma 
is perhaps one of the most notable horse 
centers in the State. Last week an agent 
for the S. P. It. R. bought^jjlO.OOO worth 
of horses there, paying an average of 
$200 a head, and following the agent’s 
purchases there were some private sales of 
spans at from $400 to $650. We cite these 
single facts as instances illustrating what 
may reasonably be expected by any com­ 
munity that encourages the breeding of 
blood horses. In this connection we are 
glad to chronicle that Healdsburg is pick­ 
ing up in the horse line.—[Hcaldsbnrg (En­ 
terprise.

of South Carolina and Georgia are very 
similar to the auriferous section of North 
Carolina. The ore is easily mined, there 
¡3 plenty of water, so that the ore is al­ 
ways treated in the first place by hydraulics, 
and is then carried to a stamp. Georgia, 
however, surpasses its neighbor in gold 
mining, as in every other branch of indus­ 
try in which they are competitors. Mining 
is now systematic and more thorough. It 
has always been very difficult to obtain 
accurate returns of the yield of any of the 
Southern mines, but it has been carefully 
estimated that the annual yield of gold in 
Georgia ia $121,860, and in South Caro­ 
lina $40.000. In Georgia gold has been 
found in sixteen counties, aud Colonel 
Avery, the author of the recently pub­ 
lished history of Georgia, has made the 
following estimate of the mining property 
owned and worked in the State : “ There 
are now in Georgia fifty gold mines with 
500 stamps, the machinery worth $500,000 ; 
one copper mine, §50,000 ; one sulphuric 
acid factory, $200,000; one soapstone 
mill, $10,000; one asbestos mine, §10,000; 
one manganese mill, §100,000; eighteen 
iron furnaces, $2 000,000 ; one lead mine, 
§1,000,000 ; one corundnm mine, $10,000 ; 
one mica mice, §5,000 ; lime kilns, §20,000 ; 
one ferro-mmganese furnace, $10,000. This, 
aggregates §4,000,000 of mineral property.”

N ew Y o rk , January 26th.—The charge o 
J udge Cox wfs thought admirable by several 
able lawyers who heard it. It is clear, im­ 
partial, and so concise that the jury could 
easily both comprehend it and retain it in 
their memory. Now that the long trial is 
over, it is proper to say that its conduct by 
Cox has had the approval of the most emi­ 
nent members of the Bar and of the District 
Judges throughout. He has had their advice, 
and he has rigidly persevered in the course

clamor on 
the part of 
the press. 
It 
was 
neceFsary 
to 
convince 
the 
jury on the question of tbo prisoner’s sanity, 
and it was necessary to erive him a fair and 
impartial trial, that there should be no ten­ 
able ground fur a demand for a new trial. 
To give the jury the opportunity to deter­ 
mine whether Guiteau was or was not insane, 
he was allowed to exhibit himself to them 
daily, and his language probably did as macb 
as all the evidence to settle the queetion of 
his entire sanity in the jury’s minds. 
The Giilteau Ju r y . 
W ash in g to n , January 26th.— Bright, one 
of the jurors, said after the trial that there 
had never beeu a moment since the evidence 
was complete wheD the jurors were not ready 
to render a verdict, and he did not believe 
that the arguments of counsel made any im- 
pressioD, one way or the other, upon the 
jurors. He had not heard of the report that 
it had been discovered that one of the jurore 
favored acquittal or a verdict of insanity.

It was already whispered 
that the jury had agm d on a verdic’, of 
guilty, and the fact that they were ready 
to make their return confirmed this.

The jury came in 
jast one minute later, acd took their sit-ts, 
but held their hats in their hands. 
The defense within tho next four days 
must formally file their motion for a new 
trial and and arrcitcf judgment. 
John Guiteau, tbe brother of the criminal, 
has no expectation cr hope of securing a tew 
trial, or of delaying the c-»se still further. 
Reed is to look up some additional points 
of law. It is not probable at all that tho 
Court will grant a new trial, as every point 
has been carefully guarded 
Tbe jurors were congratulated by a num­ 
ber of persona, both before and after leaving 
the Ccurt-r. om.

Generally speaking, his whole condition and 
conduct in Court had badly damsged his case 
ia the minds of the iury, because ¡¿convinced 
them that he was s mo and playing a part. 
When tho jury retired they asked the fore­ 
man to read them the indictment. A vote 
was then taken and stood on the first poll the 
whole twelve for conviction. 
Guiteau was furnished with an excellent 
supper, and although he had said he waa 
very hungry, yet he ate sparingly. 
Warden Crocker informed him that here­ 
after a guard would constantly be stationed 
at his cell door. 
Warden Crocker said : “ I do not antici­ 
pate that the prisoner will make any attempt 
at self destruction, but it is onr duty to guard 
against any possible attempt of the kind. 
The prisoner is evidently badly’ broken np. 
I have noticed for the past ten days 
that his self-assurance was gruduaLy failing 
him, but he has an extraordinary amount of 
hop;fulness in his make-up. To the very last 
in the terrible drama he will hops for some­ 
thing to turn np and save him from the gal­ 
lows. You can put it down that he fully 
comprehends his terrible situation. 
He 
does not prate about Providence and the 
Lord’s core as he did in the pcBt.” 
General Crocker made a prediction that the 
prieoner would gradually succumb to fear as 
the final days draw nigh. He, as well as the 
other prison officials, are fairly of the opinion 
th a t‘he pri om r liss been a sane man since 
he was confided to their care. 
John W. Guiteau, by accident, was not 
present when the verdict was rendered. 
Sccville stood in his usual place, to make the 
customary announcement regarding excep­ 
tions. There was no human being near the 
assassin at this dreadful moment who had any 
sympathy for him. 
Tbe trial of Guiteau lasted juBt seven days 
less than the agony of Garfield.

THE CHANCES OF 
A NEW TBIdL. 


The last hope of Guiteau now re3ts upon 
the feeble prospect of obtaining a new trial. 
Scoville will no doubt move for this, but 
after the inordinate license permitted the 
defense in the trial just concluded, it is 
highly improbable that any valid grounds 
for exception to the rulings of the Court 
can be found. 
It was indeed almost avow­ 
edly to frustrate all possibility of a sec­ 
ond trial that Judge Cox adopted his pecu­ 
liar line of policy with regard to the de­ 
fense. 
There is no doubt as to his legal 
ability, moreover, and it may be regarded 
as certain that he has left few loopholes in 
his rulings. 
Very great care was exercised 
by the prosecution in respect to all techni­ 
calities, besides, and it is not likely that 
any flaws of that kiiid can be discovered. 
The charge of the Judge to the jury ap­ 
pears to have been fair enough, and no 
valid exceptions can probably be made to 
it. 
Judge Cox also will be able to aitjin 
bank with the two other Judges of the 
District and defend his own rulings. 
On 
the whole, therefore, the probabilities io 
favor of any reversal of what ha3 been 
done are so slight as scarcely to deserve 
consideration. It cannot be questioned that 
the assassin has had a perfectly fair trial, 
for in fact he was allowed to conduct 
it to suit himself. 
The presumption is 
that Scoville’s motion will be denied, but 
it is stated that in any event the execution 
of Guitean cannot take place for several 
months, and this, if true, is greatly to be 
regretted. 
The sooner he is hanged the 
better, after having been convicted. 
There 
is no reason why he should be allowed to 
live months after he has been condemned 
to death on the unanimous verdict of 
twelve men. 
Thirty days would be even 
longer than he should be given. 
Two 
weeks would be quite long enough for all 
the useful reflection he is capable of. 
N c r 
is there any humanity in this procrastina­ 
tion, for the wretch is certain to go cn 
hoping for a pardon or commutation to the 
last, and his disappointment will be only 
the more bitter for the delay. 
Half the 
moral effect of capital punishment is lost 
by the long interval between sentence and 
execution, and iu this c ise there arc spe­ 
cial and powerful reasons for swift work. 
I t will be a fresh stigma upon our criminal 
administration if Garfield’s murderer is 
alive on the anniversary of his crime. 


A 
PER TIN t NT 
INQUIRY. 


Congressman Orth has offered a resolu­ 
tion inquiring into the application of the 
fund of $15,000 which was some time ago 
set apart for the use of the President in 
connection with the extension of Civil Ser­ 
vice reform. 
Mr. Orth, and a good many 
other people also, would like to know what 
has been done with this fund, and if the 
President is iu need of any further assist­ 
ance in carrying out his Civil Service re­ 
form programme. 
This fnnd was set apart 
during the administration of President 
Hayes, but we never heard that he had ex­ 
pended any of it. Perhaps his contest with 
the Senate put the m atter out of his mind, 
but there the fund is, and it certainly 
ought to be applied to the purposes for 
which it was appropriated. 


MORE 
CHINESE 
LEGISLATION. 


Another long Chinese bill drags its 
weary length across the continent. 
This 
time the Mongolian laborers are to be ex­ 
cluded for twenty-five years, and all man­ 
ner of barriers are to be built np against 
them. It is not worth while to examine the 
last bill in detail, for it is necessary to find 
out whether it has any chance of enact­ 
ment, and then, whether or not it will 
stand as against the treaty. 
Up to the 
prescnttime the anti Chinese bills have been 
plentiful enough, but the Chinese have con­ 
tinued to come all the same. When a bill is 
passed which results in the stoppage of the 
immigration, and which will stand the re­ 
view of the Courts, it will be time enough 
to throw np our caps. 


During the past year there have been in­ 
fluences at work which threaten the Re­ 
publican party very seriously, and it re­ 
mains to be seen whether these influences 
are to be fostered or discarded. 
At the 
time of President Garfield's death the 
split in the New York Republicans had 
become much more than the affair of a 
single State. 
I t was in fact the outcome 
of an almost inevitable antagonism between 
the elements which had supported Grant 
at Chicago, and those which had defeated 
him. 
Speaking broadly it may be said 
that on the one hand were ranged the po­ 
litical leaders who during G rant’s two 
terms had obtained so secure a lease of 
power th at they couli not be shaken off; 
and th at on the other hand were ranged 
those who believed that the Grant policy 
and programme were prejudicial to the best 
interests of the party and the country. 
O /ring to this division of sentiment it 
came about that the administration of Gar­ 
field was expected to be in all essentials 
different from what a Grant administration 
would have been, and it opened in that 
way. 
B ut the sudden termination of it 
led to a complete collapse of the Garfield 
programme, and the Administration which 
succeeded was known to be in full accord 
with the Grant programme. 
I t was im­ 
possible that so great a change should take 
place under any circumstances without 
producing ill-feeling and disappointment, 
but the circumstances in this case were so 
peculiar th at the abandonment of the Gar­ 
field policy was felt by all his friends to be 
in some special sense a wrong. 
They could 
not help themselves, however, and perhaps 
they might ultimately have become dis­ 
posed to bury old grievances, had not the 
Grant men shown an unmistakable purpose 
to push their advantage without scruple, 
and to the utmost limit, and had they not 
also evinced a disposition to be revenged 
upon their opponents within the party, 
now that power had fallen so unexpectedly 
into their hands. 
In justice to President A rthur it must 
be said that he has not made himself 
amenable to this kind of accusation, but 
has evidently endeavored to pursue as cau­ 
tious and conservative a line as possible, 
being rightly desirous of restoring har­ 
mony within the party. 
His efforts in 
this direction, however, have been largely 
neutralized by the arrogant bearing of 
many of the old “ stalw arts,” who have 
seemed incapable of realizing the extreme 
delicacy of their situation, or have been 
impelled by political ambition to cast aside 
all scruple in pushing their objects. 
The 
result has been to prodnce a still more 
pronounced condition of discontent within 
the party, and though there has as yet 
been no occasion for the manifestation of 
this feeling in a very significant way, it is 
perfectly clear that it exists, and that 
it is becoming more confirmed, to those 
who read between the lines. 
And the 
question therefore arises, what is to be the 
end of this condition of dissatisfaction ? 
It is not a t present at all probable that the 
Garfield Republicans will accept the dom­ 
ination 
of 
the 
“ Stalw arts” 
submis­ 
sively, and it must be pointed out, as a 
very im portant circumstance, that the in­ 
dependent Republican sentiment, which is 
in truth th at which balances parties, is 
with the Garfield wing and not with the 
“ Stalwarts.” 
There is of course an ele­ 
ment whi:h lookB only to political rewards, 
and this gravitates naturally towards the 
faction which is in power. 
But the inde­ 
pendent vote is not a venal vote. 
It cares 
nothing for the offices, and much for prin­ 
ciples. 
And thi3 it is which must be sat­ 
isfied now, if there is to b e . harmony in 
the party. 
No doubt it may bo said that very much 
of the discontent which has shown itself is 
maiuly a quarrel over spoils, and there is 
too much tru th in this. 
But it is also true 
that a large element in the party anticipa­ 
ted from Garfield’s administration some 
distinct elevation of national politics, some 
definite work in the direction of civil ser­ 
vice reform, and some conscientious intro­ 
duction of vital principles into the party 
platform. 
Now those who looked for 
these things had made up their minds that 
nothing of the sort could be c-xpected from 
the Grant Republicans, and therefore when 
the latter came into power there was quite 
a widespread belief that the opportunities 
of the current Presidential term had pass- 
cd away, and that there would be an im­ 
mediate letting down of the party man­ 
agement. 
To remove this belief, it is evi­ 
dent that much energetic and enlightened 
work would have to be done. 
That it can 
be removed if the right course is taken, we 
do not doubt. 
But at present nothing has 
occurred tending in any way to restore the 
lost confidence, and it is apparent that if 
the party continues to drift on in this way 
it will drift to defeat in 1SS4. 
Something 
is required very much more convincing 
than mere assertions of a desire for har­ 
mony, particularly when such assertions 
are commentaries upon the appointments 
of the day. 
The Republicans who have 
lost faith *lb their leaders canDot be won 
back by talk, however suave and concilia­ 
tory. 
They will insist upon action, and 
the question is, are they to insist on action 
in vain ? 
W e do not think any confidence can he 
reposed in the political judgment of the 
men who during Grant's second term up­ 
held him in a course which nearly de­ 
stroyed the organization. 
If they are to 
lead again the presumption is that they 
will again ignore the signs of the times, and 
again lead the party to defeat. 
The posi­ 
tion of President A rthur is eertainlj diffi­ 
cult, but it seems clear that if he expects 
to gain the full confidence of both wings of 
the party, or, better still, to abolish all 
factional distinctions between Republicans, 
he must recognize the claims and defer 
to the convictions of the Garfield men as 
well as the Stalwarts ; and nothing less 
than sneh im partiality can heal the breach. 
But if this is not done, and if the old 
Stalwart managers are perm itted to have 
their own way in the conncils of the ad­ 
ministration, w ithout any regard to those 
who now regard themselves as outsiders, 
the consequences will certainly be very 
serious, and may easily be fatal. 
The 
election of 1870 showed what disaffection 
in the party can do to break down its 
strength, and it would be hopeless to count 
upon the possibility of repairing a second 
disaster of that kind with another Elec­ 
toral Commission. 


OKSOUND 
OBJECTIONS 


The New York Times makes some very 
irrational objections to putting U tah under 
military government. 
It says : “ Such an 
“ expedient as this would be a virtual 
“ confession of the inability of the Ameri- 
“ can Congress to provide for one of the 
“ largest and most popnlous Territories of 
“ the íepublic. 
* 
* 
I t would be an 
“ acknowledgment that the polygamists 
“ of Utah, after yeirs of defiance, have 
“ finally compelled the Government of the 
“ United States to abandon the only ap- 
“ proved existing method of providing a 
“ civil government for the people of the 


“ Territory.” W e should like the Tim 's 
to point out what is the difference between 
the “ virtual confession of defeat” im­ 
plied in the proposed measure, and the 
actual and notorious condition of defeat 
which now exists and has existed fcr years ? 
It seems that our contemporary is dread­ 
fully afraid of the acknowledgment of that 
which now exists, but th at the thing itself 
does not greatly distress it. 
The failure 
of Congress to deal with the question of 
Mormon polygamy is a stnbborn fact, and 
the failure of the Territorial form of gov­ 
ernment to cope with it is so notorious 
that to prefer the continuance of that form 
of government is practically to demand that 
polygamy be let alone. 
W hat is the use 
of 
making 
difficulties 
about 
mere 
words ? 
As 
a 
m atter 
of 
fact 
Congress has 
found it impossible 
to 
reach polygamy under the present form of 
Territorial government, and, equally as a 
m atter of fact, the reason of that failure 
lies in the very essence of th at form of 
government. 
Congress has failed because 
no community can be made to accept laws 
iu the justice of which they do not believe, 
so long as the application of those laws is 
left to themselves. 
That is the cause of 
the failure, and Congress may go on pass­ 
ing laws until the crack of doom without 
producing any more effect, provided that 
the same form of government exists in 
Utah. 
I t is undoubtedly the case that the 
Mormons have defied the United States 
Government hitherto, and 
successfully. 
So did the Southern States during the 
Reconstruction period, end for precisely the 
same reasons. 
If Congress cannot see that 
it must be very dull. 
The Times is really 
obstructing the only line of action which 
promises anything. 
If Congress may not 
suspend the present form of Territorial 
government for fear of formally recogniz­ 
ing the actual condition of things, then we 
may a3 well stop talking about the evils of 
polygamy, and cease from making any 
effort to cope with them. 
For if experience 
has made anything clear it is the impossi 
bility of compelling the Mormons to punish 
themselves. 
They will not do it. 
If, 
therefore, Congress wishes to suppress po­ 
lygamy it must attack the practice from 
without, by legislation over the applica­ 
tion of which the polygamists can exercise 
no influence whatever. 
Civil government 
according to the prevailing pattern not only 
has failed, but always will fail, to afford a 
remedy for this evil, and it appears to us 
that the one wise thing for Congress to do 
is to recognize that truth. The Times says 
“ it cannot be said that the law-making 
“ power has been exhausted against the po 
“ lygamists.” We affirm that precisely that 
not only can but must be said. 
The law­ 
making power is perfectly incapable of 
solving this problem, and it is time that 
Congress perceived at least so much. 
We 
believe that an absolute government is the 
only resort. 
It need not be military, but 
must not be popular. Popular institutions 
will maintain polygamy in spite of all Con­ 
gress can do. 


THE 
HERZEGOVINA 
INSURRECTION. 


The explanation of the uprising in H er­ 
zegovina is still lacking, but it is probable 
that it has been fomented by Moham­ 
medan fanatics, though it is always possi­ 
ble that Russian agency has been at work 
insimilaruprisiogs. It is ostensibly directed 
against the Austrian occupation. 
Evi­ 
dently some fanaticism has had to do with 
it, and as evidently it has been undertaken 
under the most hopeless conditions. 
At 
the beginning of every such outbreak we 
hear of insurgent successes. 
They manage 
to capture cr kill feeble outposts and 
isolated detachments. 
But as soon as the 
Austrian Government fully understands 
what is going on troops are poured forth 
by scores of thousands, and the flame of 
rebellion is quickly extinguished in blood. 
There could not be the slightest doubt as 
to the issue. 
Possibly the Herzegovinians 
were deluded into the belief that if they 
rose some other power—perhaps Turkey— 
would come to their assistance. 
But any 
such dream will have a rude awakening. 
The mountaineers will carry on a desultory 
conflict for a few weeks, more or less, and 
then they will bs hemmed in everywhere, 
and 
as 
the 
whole 
region 
is 
almost 
beyond the 
ken of 
civilized 
Europe 
it 
is 
quite 
possible 
that 
Austrian 
vengeance may take a very savage form. 
The be3t preventive of such military feroc­ 
ity is the presence of the ubiquitous En­ 
glish and American war correspondents. 
Even the Russians have sometimes been 
induced to restrain their brutality, when 
they knew that their cruelties to the Tur­ 
comans would be published all over Europe 
in a few days ; and Austria, though by no 
means scrupulous when dealing with a 
feeble subject people, is open to considera­ 
tions of this kind also. 
It is, however, 
interesting to observe how cordially the 
Austrian8 come to be hated wherever they 
hold military sway. 
Those who remember 
the history of their occupation of Veuetia 
will need no explanation of this. 
The 
truth is that they always play tho conqueror 
with harsh and even 
barbarous 
thor­ 
oughness, and never so much as attem pt to 
conceal their contempt for the population 
who have the misfortune to be exposed 
helpless to their insolence. The cultivated 
Austrian at home in Vienna, or abroad on 
his travels, is a very agreeable person, no 
dou b t; but an Austrian army “ awfully 
arrayed,” as the old rhyme has it, is a 
very disagreeable neighbor, and this the 
Herzegovinians have evidently discovered. 


RUSSIAN CLEMENCY. 


SAN FRANCISCO. 


A Nihilist prisoner, condemned to death, 
has had his sentence commuted by the 
Russian Government to indefinite hard 
labor in the Siberian mines. 
This is a fair 
illustration of Russian mercy. 
If the man 
has any susceptibility he will beg to be 
killed at once, for his commutation involves 
a far more terrible sentence than death. 
Life in the mines is the most hopeless, 
comfortless, brutalized, horrible, that the 
mind can conceive. 
In some cases the 
prisoners never see the light of Jay after 
being once adnaittei. 
They are chained to 
damp recesses in the wall, and there they 
work and sleep, kept alive upon the poorest 
food, exposed to the most cruel treatm ent, 
and without one glimpse of hope. 
This 
is the kind of existence the Russian Gov­ 
ernment offers the wretched Nihilist in the 
place of a quick and complete release from 
all his troubles. 


A g e o f C a b i n e t M i n i s t e r s .—Half a 
century ago the average age of a Minister 
in the French Cabinet was 65 
Twenty- 
five years ago it fell to GO, and the new 
Cabinet is the youngest on record. 
Its 
oldest member is but 62, the youngest 35, 
and its chief, M. Gambetta, only 43. 
Be­ 
tween them the twelve Ministers sum up 
612J years, giving an average of little over 
51 years for each. 
In England the aver­ 
age is higher. 
Mr. Gladstone is twenty- 
nine years older than M. Gambetta, and 
Mr. Chamberlain, the youDgest member 
of the Cabinet, is ’ ten years older than 
the youngest holder of a portfolio in 
France, and two years older than M. Gam­ 
betta.

The First Presbyterian Church has applied 
to the Superior Court for permission to sell 
their property on Stockton street, for the 
reason that it is situated on the very border 
ot tho Chinese quarter, and it will be but a 
short time before it will be surrounded and 
encompassed by the dwellings and factories 
of the Chinese, a race cf heathens who have 
no sympathy or interest in the objects of the 
corporation. The application is set for hear­ 
ing before Judge Wavmire for February 3J.

Bulwer declared a dividend of 10 cents. 
H. A. Smith has been fined for keeping his 
grocery open on Sunday. 
The total receipts of the License Office for 
December are reported at $29,8S6. 
The gold coin executed at the San Francis­ 
co Mint in December, 1881, amounted to 
83.210.000. 
The measles is very prevalent among the 
children in various portions of tho city, and 
especially at South Park. 
The South Carolina sailed for Panama 
Wednesday, with goods in transit to New 
York valued at $150,000. 
Imports of treasure from Mexico Wednes­ 
day amounted to $110 000, mostly in Mexi­ 
can dollars, w hich will be reshipped to Hong­ 
kong. 
During the month of December nearly 13,­ 
333,500 pounds freight was forwarded to the 
East from California by the Central and 
Southern Pacific Railways. 
Thursday morning the California flour mill 
and macaroni factory, on the corner of Sixth 
and Berry street", was destroyed by fire. 
The total loss is aboul $40.000. 
“ Oakland Pier” is the official name for the 
new depot. 
It is exactly four and one-balf 
miles from San Francisco and three and one- 
fifth miles from Broadway, Oakland. 
S. E. Daggett was on Wednesday convicted 
of manslaughter for killing Robert Sheridan 
in a quarrel over a disreputable woman in 
November last. 
The defendant is but 10 
years of age. 
The condition of the sontheastern p o rtio n 
of the old City Hall is apparently becoming 
very dangerous. 
The falling of p la ste r dis­ 
closes some very serious cracks in the walls 
hitherto undiscovered. 
A memorial to Congress is being signed by 
a large number of prominent merchants and 
citizens, asking for increased pay for tho 
keepers of life-saving stations, who now re­ 
ceive but the small and inadequate compensa­ 
tion of $400 a year.

She boarded the local train, and 
was last seen at Broadway station. 
The Italian man-of-war, Christopher Co­ 
lombo, which arrived here a few days since, 
came direct from Panama.

W hether it is the record of an actual oc­ 
currence, it is alike immaterial and impos­ 
sible to determine. 
Certain it is th at both 
the facts and the law of the case are sub­ 
stantially historical. 
They precisely repre­ 
sent views concerning contract, criminal 
liability, and law reform, which, however 
absurd they may appear to us, have widely 
prevailed, and must be regarded as charac­ 
teristic of certain early stages of intellectual 
development. 
In the bond itself, as it was 
regarded by the interested parties, we re­ 
cognize the substance of the debtor’s life- 
pledging contract which filled so large a 
place in the commercial economy of the an­ 
cient societies. 
As a means of securing 
the payment of debt, the pledging one’s 
life and the lives of the members of one’s 
family, in the history of many races, pre­ 
ceded in order of development the pledg­ 
ing of property—the right to legal process 
against the person likewise becoming estab­ 
lished as a means of collection before pro­ 
cess against property was known to the 
law. 
It was so with the Romans. 
The 
persons, the lives of the debtor and h¡9 
family were long considered by them as 
the creditor’s normal security. 
I t was 
fully four centuries from the foundation of 
the city betore the Roman creditor was 
entitled to resort, without the debtor's 
consent, to any portion of the latter’s 
property except such as had been delivered 
to the creditor in pledge. 
It would be 
interesting to inquire why remedies against 
the person thus preceded those against 
property ; and, though too remote and ob­ 
scure a problem for treatm ent here, we 
may hazard, in passing, the conjecture that 
the explanation is to be found in the gen­ 
erally communistic form of primitive prop­ 
erty. 
When all property was vested in 
the village tribe or gens, the individual 
really had nothing he could call his own 
except himself and his family. 
The idea 
that the creditor’s remedy was exclusively 
against the person, being thus engendered, 
would, through the sluggishness of the 
primitive intellect, continue to subsist long 
after its original cause had been removed 
bv the institution of individual property.

JUDGE GILMER. 


C ity A ttorney \V . A . Anderson, pursuant 
to order of the Board of Trustees, applied to 
the Attorney-General for leave to use the 
name of 
“ The People” in 
proceedings 
against Thomas W . Gilmer, whom it is al­ 
leged is exercising the offics of Justice of the 
Peace ia this city without any authority of 
law. 
Since the decision cf the Supreme 
Court sustaining the constitutionality of Sec­ 
tion 103 of the Code of Civil Procedure, which 
provides that there shall be two Justices in 
all cities with more than 20,000 and less than 
100,000 inhabitants, and fixing the salary of 
such 
officers 
at 
$2.000 
per 
annum 
each, and all fees collected to be paid into tiie 
city 
treasury, 
the 
Sacramento 
Hoard 
of Trustees has been desirous of having 
the question settled whether there shall 
be two Justices paid bv this city, or whether 
there shall be three, with one who shall be in ­ 
dependent, and allowed to collect and retain 
fees. 
It is claimed that if the third Justice 
is permitted to exercise the office, it will vir­ 
tually amount to throwing all the business 
into the hands of the third party, and the 
salaries will be paid without any considera­ 
tion or return. 
The two salaried Justices 
will have to c.-llect fees in advance, and pay 
the same into the treasury, while the third 
Justice will be allowed to do a credit business 
and retain bis fees, to the injury of the city. 
The petition wag granted by the A ttorney- 
General. and Mr. Anderson, on the relation 
of M ayor John Q Brown, yesterday filed a 
complaint in the Superior Court against 
Thomas W . Gilmer, alleging th at there are 
only two lawfully elected and qualified Ju s­ 
tices in this city, to wit, Messrs. Tubbs and 
Coggins ; th at Section 103, Codo of Civil Pro­ 
cedure, provides for only two Justices for 
Sacramento ; that Thomas W . Gilmer is an 
intruder and usurper, and exercises the office 
of Justice without any authority of law ; 
th at he collects and retains fees as such Ju s­ 
tice, to the injury of the people of the State 
of California and the city of Sacramento. 
Judge GilAer claims to act as a “ Town­ 
ship J ustice.” The City A ttorney urges that 
there is no such political subdivision as the 
“ Township of Sacramento,” and th at the 
provisions of Section 103, Code of Civil 
Procedure, plainly limits the number of Ju s­ 
tices for this municipality to two. 
I t will 
also be urged that Judge Gilmer was elected 
pursuant to a proclamation of the Board cf 
Supervisors, and that by this act said Board 
deemed it for the interest and convenience of 
the city to have three Justices. 
Upon this 
position the City A ttorney holds th at even 
though the Supervisors have exercised this 
authority under said section (which Baid 
Board did not), th a t the act would be void, 
because the Constitution prohibits the Legis­ 
lature from delegating such power to any 
Board or person. 
I t is now understood that other attorneys 
have, in cases tried before Judge Gilmer, 
raised the question of the validity of his 
judgoMots, and th at they have not yet been 
brought before the appelate Court. 
There 
seem to be very grave doubts whether any 
proceedings before Justice Gilmer can be sus­ 
tained, for if the position of City Attorney 
Anderson is tenable, he is not even a Justice 
defacto, and all his acts as Justice of the 
Peaco are absolutely void. 
The m atter will 
now cone before the Courts for adjudication 
and settlement. 


A P o stpo n ed W a o e b . — State Treasurer 
W eil was called on by a reporter yesterday, 
who has a wager with a black-mith th at he 
(the knight of the pencil) can lift three mill­ 
ions of dollars—at least that if he can lift it 
he can get away with i t ; and if he can’t, t at 
he can get away with a part of it—if left 
alone. 
This speculation was indulged in oa 
the expectati n of the Treasurer that by the 
second week in January the State strong box 
would contain between $3,000.000 and $4,­ 
000,000 in coin. 
The scribe was disgusted 
and the blacksmith delighted—lor the latter 
well knows the former can accomplish the 
d?eJ—when M r. W eil stated that he had not 
the necessary sum on hand. 
The truth is 
th at all the counties except three have to 
settle with the State in January. 
Twenty- 
eight up to yesterday had settled, leaving 
twenty-one not heard from. 
Of course they 
have a ft w days lee-way yet, but the sum in 
the treasury is miserably small for Jacuarv, 
for of the new taxes Mr. W eil haj been able 
to turn vault key on but the insignificant sum 
of $1,321,907. 
B y the 8,h of February, how­ 
ever, the Treasurer expects to have money 
enough in for the most muscular exercise of 
the lifting powers. 
The new tax money thus 
far placed in the treasury safes scarcely more 
than equals the sum required for the general 
fu n d -$ 2 ,100,000.

The gas was turned on, ard then Mr. 
Boyne, the decorator, took off his apron, put 
on his coat, surveyed his work and pro­ 
nounced it done. 
The committees 
glee­ 
fully rubbed their hands w ith satisfaction 
and congratulated Boyne, and then turned 
from the brilliancy of the decorations to re­ 
Í ceive the great crowd of guests th at began to 
pour through the Pavilion doors a t an early 
hour last evening, to witness and to take part 
in the ninth annual masquerade of the E u­ 
reka Social Club. 
The Pavilion never looked 
b etter; the decorations were never finer ; the 
spectacle was one of brilliancy and of charm­ 
ing effect. 
The fl jor of the great hall was 
canvased, and from the plane of its white 
euriace on either Bide rose half way up the 
walls terraced seats, elad in snowy drapery, 
against which the gaudy and varied colors, 
the gold and silver leaf, the tim in g stream ­ 
ers, the mammoth caricature sketches, as 
against a contrasting background, 
stood 
out 
with 
augmented 
brilliancy. 
Ih e 
general tone of the decoration was on a 
high key. 
If transposed into melody it 
would have been that for the wild and exhil­ 
arating whirl of the dance. 
The Btyle was a 
strange intermingling of designs in bric-a- 
brac, tropical luxury, Egyptian architecture, 
oriental imagery, fairy grotto and cave-like 
glamour and dazzling glitter, all comingled, 
and with the whole, strangely intermixed, 
the staid but graceful sweep of the dignified 
banners of great nations, with here and there 
a sprinkling of the grotesque from burlesque 
opera anil the scenic improbabilities of the 
stage—in short, it was bric-a-brac, and with 
a vengeance, the strangest, wildest and most 
fanciful mixing-up of things unlike imagina­ 
ble ; b at exactly in keeping with the revel 
and carouse of the night, the mysterious 
masking and outre costuming and grotesque 
grouping, to say nothing of the marvelous 
exhibition of etrange fancies, as made mani­ 
fest by some of the “ creations” of the 
evening. 
The side walls each bore seven 
mammoth cartoons, separated by panels in 
red and gold, with flourished ami scroll-like 
ornamentation, and flanked by antique col­ 
umns with bric-a-brac angular bands, and 
capped by plaques of like design iu black and 
gold 3nd red ‘and gold. 
Above these ran a 
deep frhze and cornice combined, made up of 
g iy banner?, 
bannerets, 
national colors, 
streamers, etc. 
The ceiling, from wall to 
wall, was hung with lines of banners bearing 
the coats of arms of all the nations of the 
globe. 
From the center numerous broad 
streamers depended, and were caught up at 
distant points, thus forming a huge canopy, 
below which swung many large baskets of 
artificial fl -were. 
The windows and open 
arches of the walls were closed by the folds 
of many very large American flags. 
A t the 
head of 
the 
hall, 
the 
south end, the 
decoration consisted of an 
imitation of 
masonry-wall in white, broken into three 
terraces, with an alcove for the band in the 
lower one, and beneath which was the main 
entrance to the hall. 
The trimmings were 
red and white and gold below, and gold and 
black above. 
The upper terrace bore timili- 
tude to an ancient castle wall, with oii- 
flimme and other devices, and was crowned 
with five towers. 
The middle terrace bore a 
gold and silver and scarlet lambrequin, or 
edging. 
The face ot these walls bore panels 
and designs of bric-a-brac ch aracter; some 
extravagant, 
some 
very 
graceful 
and 
delicate, all surrounded 
by 
festoons 
of 
dark red drapery. 
B ut at the north end the 
trium nh of the decorator’s art wa3 seen. The 
fa'se wall here cut off some fifteen feet of the 
ileDth of the hall. 
F r - t from the floor 
came to view the design representing a crys­ 
tal cave, such as the N aiad Queen was sup­ 
posed to occupy. 
The view was through 
twelve arches of glittering stones and Bhells 
and fanciful coral work, and peorl and pre­ 
cious gems, im itated so nicely as to make up 
one of the very best of scenic effects. 
Behind 
each arch were other arches retreating in 
perspective, and conveying the idea of great 
depth distance to these grottos. 
The cen­ 
tral one, wider than the others, was iu reality 
twice the depth and the most brilliantly 
worked out cf all. 
Over all these grotto 
arches 
wa3 
a 
wall 
of 
glistening 
tea 
shells and mother of pearl, with flashing 
silver and gold surfaces. 
In the span 
of each arch swung grctesqne and glittering 
fishes of the deep sea. 
Above the whole was 
the deep bine of the ocean, on which rode 
Cleopatra’s royal barge, resplendent in gold 
and silver, and rich in all the hu»s of known 
colors—its silken sails filled, its rigging taut, 
and the whole scene so sat as to give the im­ 
pression th at the barge was sailing boldly out 
toward the spectator, 
J ust behind, and on 
either side, were the convoys of the royal 
vessel. 
Beyond the blue sea, with its silver- 
tipped waves, were distant shores on which, 
in very handsome design (not painting alone),

waters, where grow the papyrus in profusion, 
and tropical vegetation in luxurious plenty. 
WheD, upon all these dccorati ms there was 
turned the calcium lights, and the blaze^ of 
hundreds of ga3 jets, the effect was fairy-like 
and brilliant in a degree th at may be im ­ 
agined better than described ; but it was in­ 
tensified when a t 10 o’clock there moved 
from the central grotto the long line of mask­ 
ers until they filled all the floor, a wiading 
entwining proceision th it made the great 
white epace as brilliant as the walls above, 
and awakened the whole scene to life and 
action. 
. 
The procession moved to the music cf J ones, 
B eebe & G rant’s full orchestra, and was per­ 
haps as attractive a one as has signalized the 
opening of aoy masked ball held in this city, 
the ciub having profited by experience, and 
in many a detail improved upon their former 
effort?. 
The procesrion, made up by the usual 
variety of maskers and strange characters, 
was led by a committee of the club iu full 
dress. 
The most prominent figures at the 
head of the spectacular line were, Neptune 
issuing from his jewel-bedizened sea caves es­ 
corting Cleopatra in a chariot intended to 
represent her barge, and decsrated in keep­ 
ing, with a'body guard of gnomes, nymphs, 
maids of honor, slaves, water monster?—a 
heterogeneous retinue of strange and fanciful 
eharact-rs.

“ Done,” cried the latter, and be pointed 
to a portly and unromantic looking m erchant 
just then leaving his store door on J street, 
not a thousand yards above Seventh. 
“ Needn’t ask him ,” interjected an old sea 
captain, who was one of the party. 
“ I can 
tell you a story of his father, which I happen 
to know to be true, and if you don’t vote it 
romantic and tragic enough, I ’ll pay for the 
supper myself.”

T he On I trail ta n f. 
Chicago, January 2d;h.—A Bpecial from 
W ashington say s: iJiatriet A ttorney Cork- 
hillis happy. 
H e says he never doubted the 
result of the case, as ascertained by the jury, 
and is gratified because the verdict was re­ 
turned so quickly. 
H e eays J udge Cox al­ 
lowed the widest latitude to the prisoner, so 
there should be no good grounds for delay 
and granting a new triaL 
There is no chance 
for the escape of the as3isun from bis just 
deserts or reasonable grounds for an appeal. 
The only delay that will be caused are by the 
eu-tom ary routine Court proceedings. 
Scovilie was very much depressed. 
The 
reaction resulting from the conclusion_ of the 
case in which he has played such an im port­ 
ant part was plainly perceptible ia his care­ 
worn face. 
H e said: “ I shall make an ar­ 
gum ent in favor of a new trial Saturday, but 
I have little hope of the prayer being granted. 
The Judges to whom we m ust appeal are 
prejudiced by public sentim ent against the 
prisoner, and there is not much doubt but 
th a t Uuiteau will be hanged. 
I wili be 
assisted in my argument for a new trial by 
M r. Merrick, who will speak on the question 
of jurisdiction. 
He will m aintain th at the 
Court erred in its charge to the ju ry of m ak­ 
ing statements which never should be made 
to a jury. 
W e wili allege th at the jury was 
tam pered with, and I can prove that they 
had access to the newspapers. 
Another 
point in favor of a new trial is th at the Court 
declined to reoeive certain m aterial testimony 
for the defense, and received improper evi­ 
dence for the prosecution ; also that new 
evidence for the dsfenss has been obtained 
th a t was not adm itted on the first trial. 
Scovilie believes that Judge Cox’s charge 
caused the jury to find for the prosecution; 
otherwise, he thinks, there would have been 
a disagreement. 
H e will call upon the 
prisoner at the joil to-day. 
A fter the trial Judge Cox was aaked if he 
was surprised th at the jury returned a ver­ 
dict bo soon. 
H e said he could not say he 
was. 
The jury was an intelligent one, and 
the case h a j been too plainly stated for them 
to do otherwise. 
The inordinate vanity of 
the prisoner had led to thiB result. He would 
not say what he thought qf the prospect for 
a new trial. 
_ _ 
W hen Guiteau arrived at the jail after 
the verdic-r, his pale, haggard face indicated 
great depression, mingled with anxiety and 
fear. 
The j ail officials remarked th at he was 
more depressed than a t any time since his 
arraignment. 
To W arden Crocker he re­ 
m arked : “ The verdict startled me, but I 
was not surprised. 
Judge Cox’s charge was 
a very fair one, with the single exception 
th at he did not dwell with sufficient force on 
the recent decision of the New Y crk Court of 
Appeals. 
Had he done so the jury would 
have acquitted me. 
Judge Porter’s bitter 
speech had too much impression on the juiy. 
I saw the effect, and hence was somewhat 
prepared for the verdict.” 
“ D j you have any fears that you will die 
on the scaffold?'' asked a reporter. 
“ I am in the hands of the Lord,” replied 
the prisoner, “ and I have no apprehensions. 
Life ia b at a span. 
I t is appointed to all 
men ones to die, and no man will die before 
his appointed time. 
No man can tay to-day 
th at he will be alive to-morrow.” 
Gniteau expi eased the hope th at the Court 
In bank would grant him a new trial. 
He 
believed that be wi uld have the assistance of 
a prominent Baltimore lawyer, and the ques­ 
tion of jurisdiction would come up. 
A uolhcr “ Addre-s** from G nllcau. 
W a sh in g t o n , January 26tb.—Guiteau sent 
to the press to-day the following : 
To the American people : Twelve men say I wick- 
ed:y murdered James A. Garfield. They did it on 
the false notion th at I am a disappointed office- 
seeker. 
My speech, they say, made no impression 
on them. 
I am not surprised at th at verdict, con- 
siderir.g their class. They do not p ret.n d to be 
Christian men, and therefore did not appreciate the 
idea of inspiration. Ih ey are men of the world, of 
m oderate intelligence, and therefore are not capable 
of appreciating the character of my defense. Ac­ 
cording to one of them they all had grog at each 
meal, and a cigar afterward, which showed their 
style and hab ti. 
Men of this kind cannot repre­ 
sent the great Christian nation of America. 
Had 
they been high toned Christian gentlem en, their 
verdict would have been no t guilty. 
N ot because 
of insanity. The mere outw-ard act of th e shootiug 
would liave been the same, whatever the motive, 
n a d I been a disappointed oflice-seeker—which is 
absolutely falee, as I proved by my papers and by 
Mr. Brooks’ testimony—on July 2d and 31, the 
outward act of the shooting would have been 
the same as if I had been 
directed by the 
Deity to do it, or believed myself so directed to do 
it, which is the literal tru th , as shown by all my 
papers and talk on the subject. This Jury had net 
sufficient intelligence to see th at point, and entirely 
ignored the poiiticii and patriotic necessity for the 
act, which all Christian and intelligent people see. 
For this reason, 1 am entitled to a new- trial, if for 
no other, and we have a prodigious am ount of ex­ 
ceptions. 
I want to employ two or throe first-class 
lawyers to take charge of my care. The principal 
point to he made i- to s- ow the non-junsdiction of 
this Co ir. t> try this indictm ent, bcciuse the 
Fresi-lent di d in New Jersey.
